1110 meeting, Medallic Portraits-A Visit to the British 


Museum ibit of 1893: An illustr resentation 

Steve Huston (reported by Herb Miles) Steve’s presentation 
using wonderful pictures of beautiful portrait medals brought 
the Renaissance period to life. He showed off only a portion of 
the medals exhibited in London (I believe) in the last part of the 
1800’s. 

The Medicis and other famous (at the time) personages whose 
names and accomplishments are lost to history were portrayed 
in high relief medallic art. Naturally, it is difficult to summarize 
such a presentation as the story is that of the exhibition and the 
artistic representations exhibited. Needless to say, you should 
have been there! 


October 2008 Exhibits 
Federico brought brought a “Vale” or an “IOU” used to pay 


soldiers who fought against William Walker, some envelopes 
from Costa Rica, one from Montealegre who left Costa Rica in 
1858 and who set up business in SF. 

Scott, who always brings some magnificent slabbed pieces, 
brought 3 Latin American pieces, a % real from 1850 Columbia, 
an 1826 Mexican | Real, a 1771 Peruvian 2 Reales, and a 1928 
Belgian Congo 50 Centimes! 

Gordon exhibited a Charles Lindbergh commemorative tour 
medal and a 1921 Morgan Dollar made into a cigarette lighter! 

Herb brought some 1950’s Hawaiian checks. 

Whalen showed off two 1955 Proof Sets, one a “flat pack” 
and another of the original individually packaged sets. 

Steve brought a medallion or two to illustrate his talk and an 
Italian Renaissance gold piece!
